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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on April 5, 
2002 has been entered. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 24 is objected to because of the following infornnalities: 

• claim 24 depends on a cancelled claim. 

• claim 27, line 2 recites "electronic", it should read —electric— 

• claim 27, line 7 reads "electronic unit", it should read —electronic control 
unit—. Appropriate correction is required. 

The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1.126 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered new claim 26 has been renumbered 27. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 26 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 26 recites the limitation "said at least two protruding arms" in line 2. There 
is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AlPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

1 . Claim 27 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Burgdorf et al. (U. S. Pat. 5,895,207). 
Burgdorf et al. disclose a motor driven pump unit for antilock brake systems, 
comprising: 
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an electric nnotor including a rotor (5), a pump (2) operatively coupled to the 
electric motor; 

an electronic control unit (95), 

wherein the pump (2) is positioned between the electric motor and the electronic 
control unit (95), wherein the electronic unit (95) includes at least one brush holder 
(54,25,98,90; column 8, lines 5-8 and lines 32-38) that extends from the electronic unit 
(95), passing through the pump (2) and into an inner portion of the motor in proximity to 
the rotor (5). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth In section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 17-18, 24-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Burgdorf et al. in view of L. R. Gute (U. S. Pat. 

3,244,917). 

Burgdorf et al. substantially teaches the claimed invention except that it does not 
show the that the carbon brush extends parallel to a rotary axis of the rotor. Burgdorf et 
al. do not disclose that the commutator has a contact surface that is at a right angle to a 
rotary axis of the rotor. Burgdorf et al. do not disclose that the at least one brush holder 
includes at least two brush holders which are arranged concentrically to the rotary axis 
of the rotor. 
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L. R. Gute discloses tliat the carbon brush (64,66) extends parallel to a rotary 
axis (54) of the rotor (48). L. R. Gute discloses that the commutator (58) has a contact 
surface (60) that is at a right angle to a rotary axis (54) of the rotor (48). L. R. Gute 
discloses that the at least one brush holder (36,38) includes at least two brush holders 
(36,38) which are arranged concentrically to the rotary axis (54) of the rotor (48), L. R. 
Gute's invention has the purpose of providing a compact and economic to manufacture 
motor. 

It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to modify the 
pump unit of Burgdorf et al. and provide it with the brushes, commutator, and brush 
holder configuration disclosed by L. R. Gute for the purpose of providing a compact and 
economic to manufacture motor. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 17-18, and 24-27 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., motor brushes extending from the electronic unit, through the pump housing, and 
into the motor housing) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into 
the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
